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of Europe, destroying so many 
people that it was impossible to 
raise the great armies needed for 
such a war. During this time of 
pence the Prince nearly lost his life 
in s sea battle with a great Spanish 
vessel, but just as the Prince's ship 
was sinking another vessel came to 
his assistance and the Spaniard whs 
overpowered. 

The Black Prince led the English 
armies in the next attack on France, 
anil all the best of the English 
knights flocked to his standard.

ners is nowhere on the map ; and last 
and most unkindest cut of all, and 
because of this same "tirade" 
against Miss Keller, that I am not a 
Ftat. 

Mr. Pach is a wonder, aud I won- 
der whether there are any more mal- 
odorous adjectives and epithets he 
overlooked. I would have liked to 
' ' shoot ' ' him with his own camera 
while he was cranking out all this 
" dope." I think the picture would 
look exactly like little Jap Togo as 
he looked when he had a pain in his 
stomach or was mad enough to bite 
a cat 

But, ahem ! How does Mr. Pach 
know that my rejected Silent I 
er letter was " malicious, wanton 
untrue?" How does he know that 
I ripped him up in the dark ? Can 
it be that the Silent Worker waste- 
basket sometimes gives up its dead ?

He remarks 
that his father was a viotim of 
apoplexy at the age of 62, while 
he, Mr. McGrew, passed his 73d 
birthday anniversary last Novem- 
ber. He has rented his farm at a 
figore that gives him a comfortable 
living.

Quaran- 
tine or isolation of the patient has 
also been a decided factor. 

In conclusion, when one coniders 
that a disease that once killed alxmt 
50 per cent of the individuals infect- 
ed, now, when earl treatment is 
actively begun, can claim 1 or 2 per 
cent, and a marked reduction in 
later effects, one can realize that in 
antitoxin we have a wonderful 
medy which the science and the 
men who worked so diligently in its 
discovery and the perfecting of it 
can well be proud of.
